THE QUEEN AT THE ROYAL FREE HOSPITAL. 

Tue corridors and out-patient department of 
the Royal Free Hospital were entirely trans- 
fermed by bright-coloured carpets, tall palms, and 
banks of flowers in every available nook and space 
when the Queen opened the new clinical unit of 
obstetrics and gynecology (part of the scheme of 
extension contemplated) last week. Medical stu- 
dents in academic dress assembled to greet Her 
Majesty and to form a guard of honour. The 
Queen, looking charming in a grey charmeuse 
gown, was received by Princess Christian, Presi- 
dent of the hospital, who read an address of wel- 
come. An address was also read by Miss Aldrich 
Blake, Dean of the School, thanking Her Majesty 
for her presence and pointing out that the London 
School of Medicine and Royal Free Hospital (the 
alma mater of the medical education of women in 
England) were the first to have a unit in obstetrics 
and gynecology. After the dedication service by 
the Venerable Archdeacon of London, the Queen 
was conducted to the wards of the unit, where 
she named them ‘‘ Queen Mary’s Wards,’’ and in 
the maternity ward looked at some of the babies 
and spoke to the mothers. After returning to the 
main building, Queen Mary visited ‘‘ Crawshaw ”’ 
women’s surgical and ‘‘ Wynn Ellis’’ men’s 
medical wards. The new unit is well arranged, and 
is self-contained, with kitchens, bath-rooms, con- 
sulting and examination rooms, house surgeon’s 
quarters, clinical laboratory, ete. The wards have 
only ten or eleven beds in each (one reserved for 
paying patients, who will have trays with special 
china, ete.). The beds have white coverlets, and 
white curtains are used for the screens. The elec- 
tric lights are well placed, at the back of each 
bed, and will add much to the comfort of the 
patients.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 


May 18th, 1921 


R. WIRTH succeeded in forming a new German 
LD) cavinet. and immediately after the Reichstag 
voted by 221 votes to 175 to adhere unconditionally 
and without reservations to the Allies’ terms, 

The coal strike is still in force. The Caledonian 
Railway suspended eight men for refusing to handle 
seaborne coal, and the railwaymen in Glasgow wished 
to call a strike, but on a vote being taken a large 
majority were against a strike, although they upheld 
the decision not to move imported coal. 

The ‘Transport Workers’ Federation decided to 
tighten the embargo on coal, and this brought coal for 
hospitals and for public utility purposes into the dis 
pute. Following this there were further threats cof 
unofficial strikes arising out of imported coal. The 
Locomotive Engineers’ and Firemen’s Executive de- 
cided not to work trains carrying such coal. 

The Government, to meet the vital needs of the 
people, have taken the necessary measures to provide 
for the movement of coal and for its importation from 
abroad. 

To meet their increased expenditure the London 
County Council rate for the next six months will be 
raised 5d. 

Facilities for dancing will be provided by the L.C.C. 
in 22 of the parks and open spaces during the summer 
months. 

Astronomers have recorded three phenomena during 
the week-end—considerable magnetic disturbance, a 
fine aurora, and a large sunspot. The first caused a 
good deal of hindrance in the work of cable and wire- 
less operators. 

The man who roused some interest lately by going 
to Vienna for gland treatment to restore his 
youth (he was 70) died suddenly on the eve of a meet- 
ing he was to address on the subject. Death was due 
to angina pectoris. 

A large timber yard in the Old Kent Road, London, 
was set fire to and almost completely destroyed. 

What seems to be an organised Sinn Fein campaign 
of terror began in London on Saturday night. Round 
about midnight six outrages were carried out in dif- 
ferent suburbs. They were directed against relatives 
of English recruits in the Royal Irish Constabulary. 
Another outrage took place at St. Albans. 

These attacks were carried out by about 50 young 
men, armed, and often masked, who, when they gained 
access to the houses, fired on the occupants and threw 
bottles of petrol wrapped in burning paper. All! the 
fires were extinguished. Five of their victims are in 
hospital, one very dangerously wounded in the abdo- 
men. Several arrests have been made 

On Saturday night at Liverpool there were also 
enacted a series of outrages by armed and masked 
men. 

There have been eight farm fires in Fifeshire attri- 
buted to Sinn Feiners working with miners. 

In Treland during the Whitsun week-end 335 people 
were killed. 

A party of Sinn Feiners entered Mountjoy Prison, 
Dublin, in an armoured car. in an_ unsuccessful 
attempt to release prisoners. The Chief Secretary’s 
car was fired on, but it was empty. 

The nominations for the two Irish Parliaments took 
place last week. For the South Parliament there were 
no opposition candidates, except for Dublin University, 
where four Unionists have been returned All the 
others are Sinn Feiners. In the North the elections 
will take place on May 24th.

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VACCINES!

MORE modern example of preventive vac- 
A cination is seen in the use of T.A.B. vaccine 
in the Great War. In the Boer War deaths from 
typhoid fever numbered 8,225, from 
*G.S.W.”’ only 7,582. In the Great War, British 
casualties in killed were about a million, whereas 
deaths trom typhoid were only numbered by the 
thousand. What, then, caused this great differ- 
ence? lor one thing, sanitation was better and

PREPARATION OF VACCINE. 

A modern vaccine is merely a suspension of 
bacteria (obtained by growing it on a solid jelly 
made of meat broth and seaweed and scraping 
the growth off into sterile normal saline) which 
has been killed by heating to a temperature of 
60° C. for one hour. This emulsion is stand- 
ardised by counting the bacteria under the micro- 
scope and made up in phials containing a definite 
number of bacteria in each cubic centimetre 
Vaccines so made can be used either as a preven 
tive in and ‘*‘ T.A.B.,’’ as we have 
seen above) or as a cure of the disease caused by 
the bacterium forming the vaccine.

and the patient, freed from these toxins, at 
starts to recover.

_ Bep-Buas.—An excellent method for destroy- 
ing these pests is to soak every part of the in- 
fested surface and crevices where their eggs may 
be deposited with this liquid. Repeat, if the first 
application does not prove entirely successful. 

_ Lice.—In many of the large hospitals, paraffin 
is much used to destroy head lice and their nits. 
The scalp and hair are entirely saturated and then 
wrapped up for twenty-four hours with a towel, 
after which any ordinary shampoo is used to finish 
the process. 

Mepica Usres.—Special forms of kerosene 
under the names of petroleum, vaseline, cosmo- 
line, albolene, and paraffin oil are used for medi- 
cinal purposes as a basis for ointments and the 
like. 

EXTERNAL Usr.—It is an excellent counter irri- 
tant when applied to the neck or chest for inflam- 
mation of the throat and lungs. In the form of 
liquid albolene, it is valuable for like conditions 
in the nares, or as a menstruum for suspending 
various medicines to be used in the atomiser. In 
pulmonary tuberculosis and in pneumonia, it is 
sometimes used as an inhalent. Some attacks of 
asthma are shortened by using it for inhalation. 
It is especially effective as a counter-irritant in 
chilblains, sprains, synovitis, and in chronic rheu- 
matism. In trachoma, ophthalmia, and conjunc- 
tivitis, the crude oil may be painted on the eye- 
lids, and as an emergency measure has proved 
especially useful in these cases. It may be used 
alone or in combination with other drugs in almost 
every form of skin disease. For falling of the hair 
it seems to be a valuable stimulant to the hair 
follicles, and is a safe home remedy for this con- 
dition. 

INTERNAL Ust.—The crude oil may be used in 
diphtheria as a gargle, or to paint on the mem- 
brane. In teaspoonful doses, it may be used as 
an emergency treatment for whooping-cough or 
croup. It is used for worms in twenty to thirty 
drop doses. 

In large or poisonous doses, paraffin gives rise 
to vertigo, headache, pain in the throat, palpita- 
tion of the heart, vomiting, spasms, and even 
death. 

MECHANICALLY, it is used as a lubricant for 
bougies, catheters, and other surgical instru- 
ments. Caution: It destroys rubber, and, there- 
fore, catheters and the like should be washed im- 
mediately in soap and water after using, where 
this vehicle is used as a lubricant.—The Trained

Jenny was a child of twelve, and continues up to 
the end of the Great War, when she was a woman 
of thirty, and the lover who came somewhat late 
into her life was killed at the front. Jenny, 
besides being a mill-girl, was something of a 
social worker, and her experiments in the way of 
introducing lonely people to one another in order 
to build up a city in which love would rule, are 
interesting and sometimes amusing. 

In a previous article I made the remark that 
most of the good novels of the season seemed to 
be coming from America. The Wild Goose, by 
Gouverneur Morris, is another example, though 
it falls a little short of attaining the author’s high 
purpose. It is a novel which deals with the 
vexed question of divoree—divorce in America, 
where a selfish woman can upset her home and 
cause despair to an adoring husband for a mere 
whim. Such a woman was Diana Manners. Hav- 
ing fallen out of love with a really perfect hus- 
band—could this country produce such a hus- 
band as Francis Manners, I wonder?—she pro- 
ceeded to fall in love with other men, and finally 
with one Ogden Fenn, a nonentity, whom she 
thought she loved with an eternal passion. Un- 
fortunately, having once demanded a divorce, pride 
kept her from climbing down again. Had she 
gene alone to become Ogden Fenn’s wife perhaps 
her husband, the faithful ‘‘ wild goose ’’ who had 
never cared or could care for another woman, 
would have consoled himself in time and even 
discovered that he was well rid of a thoroughly 
selfish wife. But Diana could concede nothing, 
and Tam, the adored little daughter, went with 
her to the new home, sadly wondering why she 
n> longer might see her father. Manners, who 
had been unwillingly driven to give his wife 
grounds for divorce, could take no interest in the 
other woman, and in his misery began to drink. 
Then, distracted by Diana's failure to keep her 
promise and let him see Tam, he decided to ab- 
duct the child by night and carry her off to 
Canada. But the slight noise he made in doing 
so woke Ogden Fenn, who, unnerved by the sight 
of his rival, lost his head and pulled a trigger. It 
is a sad story which falls short of being a great 
tragedy because the author, though a very clever 
writer, has not the divine fire.

Record, the line betweer. the woman who has learned 
her profession and the woman who is only learning it is 
most faintly drawn, and to the latter are entrusted con- 
tinually duties for which she has never received the 
proper educational groundwork. Our system is radically 
faulty in regard of the fact that it persists in regard- 
ing the probationer as a junior and comparatively inex 
pensive nurse instead of regarding her as a student of 
nursing. The cart is put before the horse. She is stuck 
into the wards to do work which is always more or less 
responsible, and often, especially in the small hospitals, 
distinctly so, in her first year, and even in the earliest 
months of that first year, under supervision, it is true, 
but under supervision the efficiency and continuity of 
which depend upon personal equations which by no 
means always work out satisfactorily. She gets theo 
retical instruction in anatomy, physiology, hygiene, and 
the like, certainly, at some time or other, but that “some- 
time’’ often comes quite long after she has been working 
without it, and not infrequently brings with it the obli- 
gation of unlearning a good deal she has learned, or has 
picked up. At the best, the theoretical instruction is 
throughout regarded as a side-line, something the whole 
utility of whioh is to satisfy certain unreasonable people 
called examiners. It is given mostly when the coal 
tioner is fagged and exhausted, and at times when she 
ought to be resting instead of trying to pump into her 
mind things which, to her, are not easy to understand, 
and when mental digestion and proper reflection upon 
them are almost impossible. And, worst of all, instead 
of the scientic basis of nursing being taught as the neces- 
sary first thing, and the basis for her practical work, 
the order is reversed. No probationer ought to be more 
than a looker-on in the wards, or, at the most, a help in 
duties which are not really nursing, until she has had her 
preliminary scientific instruction, and when she has re- 
ceived this her duties should be so arranged that they 
only increase in responsibility very gradually. But to 
bring this about, the outlook of hospital boards must be 
radically changed. They must, in all respects, be brought 
to think of probationers as students pure and simple, only 
in the wards, even at the later stages of their training, 
to do practical work with a view to instruction, as is the 
case with a medical student, not as part of the nursing 
staff at all.

Nurses’ War Memorials. 

I ruink there are two very important objections to 
be raised regarding the suggested War Memorial for 
nurses, and that of placing the alabaster Roll of Honour 
in Millbank Hospital is one of them. 

Millbank Hospital is purely a military hospital. The 
alabaster Roll of Honour will, of course, contain the 
names of the 300 nurses who gave their lives for their 
country in the Great War; the question I ask is, are the 
authorities of Millbank willing to throw open to the 
public the hall or chapel where this Roll of Honour is 
to be erected? If the Q.A.I.M.N.S. wish to have a 
memorial in Millbank, why should they not erect one for 
their own nurses? 

Why not place the Roll of Honour either next to the 
proposed statue of St. George in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
or—if it is particularly desired by the majority of nurses 
to have it apart from the statue—in Westminster Abbey? 
Westminster Abbey, like St. Paul’s, belongs to every- 
body, and no fitter place could be found to record the 
faithful services of England’s nurses. 

Of course, I take it that, before the committee decides 
on anything definite, they will give the nurses a chance 
of making further .uggestions, and also I suppose the 
committee will publish the proposed design for the statue 
of St. George and the alabaster Roll of Honour.

‘* At any time in the school at ‘lrebovir Road 
living evidence of what a few years ago would 
have been thought impossible may be seen in the 
shape of mothers who have failed in previous con 
finements, and mothers whose infants have been 
weaned for six weeks or more, successfully nurs- 
ing a contented baby. The error was that our 
energies had been devoted to providing a substi- 
tute for the function we did not attempt to con- 
trol. We were clearly on wrong lines, for, how- 
ever successful, such substitutes could never be 
as good as the real thing. We should rather have 
studied the function of lactation and how to im- 
prove it when defective—precisely what we are 
now learning to-do.”’ 

Artificial feeding in cases in which natural feed- 
ing is impossible is carried out on simple lines and 
worked out to suit the individual child, the calcu- 
lations being based on the weight of the child and 
its caloric requirements in human milk percent- 
ages. Dr. Truby King’s great success has been 
the inspiring of enthusiasm in the work, and in 
the need for minute care in the carrying out of his 
methods. There is nothing peculiar in his system. 
He has studied the problem on the Continent and 
in America, assimilated what is best in all the 
world’s schools of mothercraft and child care, and 
incorporated them into his scheme. To anyone 
visiting the Mothercraft School the most striking 
feature is the enthusiasm and devotion of the 
women who carry out these methods and the won- 
derful success which is obtained is largely due to 
the atmosphere thus produced.

The other patients are themselves a 
factor in her treatment; she hears of more obstin- 
ate cases than hers, and sees well-doing infants 
that were in a worse plight than hers, and the 
whole ritual impresses her as arranged to spell 
success. She, in hopes of a cure, is sent for her 
exercise in the open air with the woman who has 
been successful beyond her dreams and expatiates 
thereon. The sisters and nurses, full of confidence 
in the methods, impart a like confidence to the 
patients, and half the battle and more is won by 
the spirit of the place. It is merely applying 
lessons learnt elsewhere in medicine. It is Dr. 
Hurst’s method at the Seale Hayne Hospital for 
shell shock and war neurasthenia. The man 
struck dumb comes to be cured into a place where 
the chattering patient in the next bed was dumber 
than ever he was, and was miraculously restored 
to speech, as he will be, and so is the cure 
wrought.”’
